Take Your Time 

Nothing is gained and much 
can be lost by rushing the sea- 
son and trying fo work soil 
while it is still damp and sticky.

Last week I did a complete 
right-about-face in regard to 
Folk Schools. Heretofore I had 
not been too enthusiastic about 
this form of rural education and 
culture. Since we already have 
Women’s Institutes, Farm For- 
ums, Junior Farmers, Night 
Schools and various projects 
sponsored by the Department of 
Agriculture, I thought folk 
schools must surely be overlap- 
ping on some of these various 
rural activities. Now I find my 
opinion was the result of ignor- 
ance as I had never before been 
to a folk school to find out other- 


_ wise. But I was away two days 


last week and came home with 
very different ideas, In fact it 
was the most enjoyable two days 
I had had for a long time. So 
now my criticism is not of the 
folk school but of the number of 
country people who fail to take 
advantage of it—just as I failed 
in that respect myself until this 
year. 

However, I think the pufpose 
of folk schools is becoming bet- 
ter known and as public aware- 
ness of their function increases, 
so, too, will their popularity in- 
crease. 

In this country the one held 
last week was>the bigg¢st yet 
and I haven't a doubt but what 
next year there will be an even 
larger attendance. 

Well, you may ask, what is a 
Folk) School? Strange as it may 
seem I still find it hard to give 
a good definition. However this 
is how Mr. D. E. Stauffer, ot the 
Ontario Folk School Council puts 


-jt, “The folk school movement 


is an ideal built on a foundation 
of true faith in God, faith in de- 
mocracy, and a_ belief that in 
every community there is unlim- 
ited talent, that can, and must be 
used.” That, I think, sums it up 
very well. 

There is no age limit for those 
taking part in folk school acti- 
vities but every effort is made 
+) encourage interest and parti- 
cipation among the young folk, 
as being the future leaders in 
community life. Thanks to the 
generosity of fural families, 
students enrolled for the four 
day course are generally guests 
at a farm home, but in addition 
to house-students every day car- 
loads arrive for one or more s8es- 
sions and all take an active part 
in the discussions and entertain- 
ment. The keynote 1s friendly 
informality.

You Can Learn 
While You Sleep 


Ramon Vinay, the Chilean op- 
era star, was avery worried man. 
With less than a week to go he 


had to sing a role in “Carmen” 
in Italian in the famous opera 
house of La Scala, Milan, ard his 
Italian was poor. He d a 


heavy Spanish accent and Senor 
Vinay feared he would be booed 
off the stage by the hard-to-please 
and excitable audiences. — 

It was suggested to Vinay that 
he have a recording of his role, 
sung in Italian, played to him 
while dropping off to sleep and 
while asleep. Vinay thought the 
idea fantastic, but was persuaded 
to give it a trial. Within a week 
he could sing his part without a 
trace of a Spanish accent. 

Ramon Vinay'’s experience is 
but one in the new method of 
learning while you sleep, which 
is being more and more widely 
used in America today. It is, 
some scientists’ believe, a blue- 
print for the future when. school 
for our grandchildren will not be 
school in a classroom but on a 
spring mattress. f 
“The idea comes from New 
Yorker Mike Sherover, who was 
chairman of a company that 
taught people foreign languag- 
es by recordings. Always inter- 
ested in the problem of learning, 
he was impressed by a statement 
of a doctor friend that we learnt 
best when we were in a relaxed 
state. We were most relaxed 
when asleep, he reasoned. 

He experimented first with his 
small son, Charles, In the small 
hours of the night while his son 
slept, Father Sherover read over 
the verses the boy had been set 
to learn in school, It seemed to 
promise results, but Father Sher- 
over began to get circles under 
his eyes. So he got a record-play- 
er to stand-in for him at certain 
hours of the night. Young Charl- 
es learnt his poems faster than 
he had before, so Sherover put 
his idea up to the University of 
Carolina, Impressed, the Univer- 
sity decided to test a group of 
students. 

THe students were told they 
were being tested with the elec- 
tro-encelphalograph which meas- 
ures the wavés of the™brain, and 
they went to sleep with the ma- 
chine electrodes attached to the 
skull. Nothing was said to them 
about the experiment of learning 
during sleep. 

Actually, the encephalograph 
was an essential part of the test. 
Our brains give off different tiny 
electrical waves when we are 
are away and when we are 
asleep. The waves when we are 
awake are short, sharp and fast. 
In sleep the waves are slower 
and lacking in pattern. When the 
encephalograph recorded that a 
student was asleep, a miniature 
gramophone, which had . been 
concealed in the pillow, began to 
recite a list of fifteen short words. 
It repeated them monotonously 
over and over again, thirty times. 

The next morning the students 
who had been taught in their 
sleep were tested, together with 
a group which had not been 
taught in this fashion. 

The two groups were asked to 
memorize the list of fifteen 
words, while scientists stood by 
with stop-watches. Those who 
had been chanted to in the night 
memorized the list in a quarter 
less time than those who had not.

carefully selected phrases such 
as, “You have nothing to fear. 
You can pass this examination 
easily.” 

The student passed his next 
examination brililantly.

and been remounted. This is fully permissible under the 


track rules. A fallen horse may 


be remounted; it may even

cent years was that in which forty-two horses started and 
forty-one fell along the way. That was Tipperary Tim’s year.

New: Technique 
Plans Away Scars 


“Will it leave a scar?” That is 
often the first question a woman 
victim of a car smash will ask 
when she comes round in hospi- 
tal. In many futare cases the 
answer will be “No.” 

A new technique for removing 
disfiguring scars has been used 
successfully on 273 patients of 
Dr. Abner Kurtin, in New York 
City. 

The skin is first chilled with a 
chemical ice pack and cleaned 
with alcohol, Then the area is 
frozen with a spray of ethyl 
chloride. A brush made of cury- 
ed strands of stainless steel wire, 
spinning at speeds up to 12,000 
revolutions per minute, flakes 


away the top layers of the skin 
<—without bleeding or pain. 

The wound is then covered up 
and, in a week, says the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, there is 
little or nothing to see. 


Halifax, N.S.

Dress Fabrics To

It is a wise textile designer 
who recognizes his own fabrics 
this season. In New York, fur- 
niture upholstery materials are 
going into women’s suits. And 
in Toronto, spring coats. made 
from automotive fabrics were 
featured at the fashion show held 
in connection with the recent 
National Motor Show. 

But fashion designers haven't a 
corner on ingenuity when it 
comes to fabrics. Some shopping 
for materials to make up into 
bedspreads, dust ruffles, vanity 
akirts and window treatments 
are heading straight for the 
dress fabric department. 

This is partly due to the trend 
toward lighter, more airy 
materials and partly to the rustle 
of spring which every year sees 
a search for fabrics that are 
fresh and crisp to replace those 
that are faded, heavy and limp.

A tew columns back we paid 
a mite of tribute to the late 
Battling Nelson, who, in Janu- 
ary of this year passed away, 
almost forgotten, in a Chicago 
hospital. From a reader up North 
who says that record books are 
scarce up among the forest of 
uranium-claim stakes, asks us to 
settle an argument as to whether 
or not Joe Gans, the great color- 
ed lightweight, ever beat Nelson.

The answer is in the negative. 
Gans fought Nelson twice, and 
both times the Battler proved 
that stamina and ability to teke 
it will beat speed and skill—pro- 
viding, that is, you possess suf- 
ficient of those qualities to pro- 
vide the necessary margin. And, 
of course, it should not be over- 
looked that Mr. Nelson had con- 
siderable youth running for him 


bad in a tough battle,

It was on July 4, 1908, that 
Gans and Nelson met for the first 
time, before a huge crowd in the 
Mission »Street Arena in San 
Francisco. For the first five 
rounds it was all Gans, who 
slashed and battered the fair- 
haired Nelson until the latter’s 
face looked, as if it had been run 
throught a hamburger grinder. 
Still, he couldn’t stop Nelson’s 
ceaseless rushing although, at 
the end of the sixth stanza Joe 
was miles ahead on points. 

* * = 

The tide of battle turned in the 
seventh. Yaking half a dozen 
punches in order to land one The 
battler hammered away at Gans 
until Joe was forced to clinch— 
something, till then, almost un- 
heard-of for the lightning fast 
Baltimore Negro to do. 

* = 


From the seventh to the 
twelfth it was fairly even with 
both men taking enough punish- 
ment to cause a modern referee 
to stop the bout.. Then, at the 
start of twelfth Nelson caught 
Gans with a terrific right that 
serit him to the ropes, and follow- 
ed it with a left uppercut that 
had Joe on his knees. Right and 
left to the head had Gans on the 
floor for a nine count but al- 
though he looked as if he couldn’t 
last the round, a straight left to 
the jaw slowed Nelson up 4 bit 
and a second or so later came 
the gong. * . ie 

Under the terrific. battling 
Gans weakened fast. He was on 
the canvas again in the thir- 
teenth. and egan in the six 
teenth. this time for a nine- 
count. 

* * * 

The end came in the seven- 
teenth. Three times Nelson bat- 
tered Gans to the floor, and the 
last time Joe just couldn't make 
it to his feet again. He went to 
his knees, sagged forward on his 
face and then, badly hurt, rolled 
over on his back, Game as.they 
came, he struggled to get on his 
feet, and finally managed to do 
so. But it was too late, Referee 
had already counted ten and 
Battling Nelson was the winner.

Gans demanded a return 
match, of course; and it is rather 
interesting to note that they met 
for the second time hardly more 
than two months later—on Sep- 
tember 9th to be exact. Nowa- 
days they'd take far longer than 
that arguing over how the purse 
would be split!

This time Gans lasted tll the 
dl 
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twenty-first round; but although 
the fight was spectacular enough, 
Nelson was in the driver’s seat 
practically all the way. The end 
eame with Gans on the floor, not 
unconscious but just too weak to 
rise, watching Referee Eddie 
Smith wave his hands in rhythm 
with the count of ten.

That was the last time Joe 
Gans ever entered a prize ring. 
‘One of the greatest lightweights 
in history, he had held the title 
for eight years, until Battling 
Nelson—with an assist from Fath- 
er Time—took it from him. 

+ * * 

Gans died two years later, but 
his conqueror lasted for another 
four decades. He lost his title in 
February 1910 to Ad Wolgast, 
when the bout was halted in the 
40th round to save Nelson from 
further punishment. For years 
he was a popular figure at the 
ringside whenever there was an 
important fight, drawing great 
applause from the fans wherever 
he appeared.

Then, little by little, he sank 
out of sight. Although he had 
made what was a fortune in that 
era, poor investments and an 
open ear for any hard-luck story 
caused it to melt away. At the 
age of sixty-five he got a job as 
clerk in the Chicago postoffice. 
Then, last January, broke, be- 
wildered and weighing only 80 
pounds, what was left. of Battl- 
ing Nelson showed up at an 
Illinois sanitarium. “I am very 
tired” he whispéred to one of 
the nurses. It was the end of the 
long trail for the blacksmith’s 
helper from Hegewisch, Illinois.

PREPARATIONS FOR 
FIRE SEASON UNDERWAY 


Notwithstanding the winter-like 
weather, Forest Protection Officials 
of the Department of Lands and 
Forests know from long experience 
that spring hazard conditions usual- 
ly arrive pretty well @n schedule. 


Maybe the, danger will occur 4 
little later this year, but in any 
casé, once the snow disappears, 


weeds, brush and other surface de- 
ris dry out rapidly and a _ high 
fire risk can develop alinost over 
night. 

Preparations for the coming sei- 
son have been underway for some 
time in the Tweed district with fire 
prevention efforts, protection meet- 
ings wit’ municipalities and gett- 
ing equipment in readiness, being 
given chief attention. 

Of decided assistance this year is 
the proposed allocation of a Beaver 
Aircraft to the southeastern region. 
The plan will be used for more in- 
tensive fire detection, transporta- 
tion of fire fighters and equipment. 
and being equipped with a loud 
hailer, can broadcast fire warnings 
from the air. With this device the 
pilot can reach large numbers of 
hunters, fishermen and berry pick- 
ers, etc., warning them to be care- 
ful with campfires and smoking 
materials. 

More radio equipment will 
be supplied to improve the effici- 
ency of the communication system 
particularly between main head- 
quarters and the District Office. At 
Dacre the new Chief Ranger Head- 
quarters is nearing completion and 
this much needed improvement will 
also provide better protection facil- 
ities, 

Efficient and all however, as the 
fire fighting organization may be, 
the amount of loss through fire and 
the expense entailed during the 
coming season, will in large part 
depend on the public. Prevent fires 
from starting and the waste will be 
slight. Approximately 85 per cent 
of all fires that occur in the woods 
result from human carelessness in 
one form or another and can be 
prevented if the will to preserve 
and protect, is present. Making sure 
that campfires afid smoking materi- 
als are “dead out” is one way to do 
it, and it only takes a minute or 
two longer to be safe.

or the cost of the ever- 
growing number of cheques drawn 
on these accounts, a trend that has 
been particulatly marked since the 
removal of the excise stamp on 
cheques. This was stated here to- 
day by T. H. Atkinson, President of 
The Canadian Bankers’ Association. 

Mr. Atkinson’s statement noted 
that, generally speaking, Canada is 
the only country where banks per- 
mit cheques to be drawn on savings 
accounts. In most other countries, 
savings accounts are\ used to ac- 
cumulate funds and no cheques can 
be drawn against them. 

At the present time, the number 
of cheques drawn on savings ac- 
counts is running at the. rate 2f 
more than one hundred million a 
year and the increase in the service 
charges was an attempt to meet 
part of the mounting cost of the 
bookkeeping involved. The increased 
charges will still fall far short of 
the actual co:t of providing these 
facilities to the public. 

On December 1, 1953, the, bans 
voluntarily increased the interest 
rate on savings accounts from one 
and one-half per cent to two per 
cent, to bring it more into line with 
the general level of interest rates in 
Canada. That meant an increase of 
approximately $19,500,000 in the 
‘amount banks paid to customers 
who maintain savings accounts with 
them. ies increase in service 
charges ill not much exceed 
($2,000,000. ,n other words, those 
who hold savings accounts in the 
chartered banks will receive $19,- 
500,000 in extra interest each year 
and those who use the chequing 
facility will be charged approxim- 
ately $2,000,000 in extra service 
charges. It is only fair that those 
who use the special service should 
pay a reasonable proportion of the 
cost involved. 

The new service charges are 10 
cents per debit entry with an allow- 
ance of one free cheque for a quart- 
erly balance of $100; 
cheques for a balance of $200 and 
three free cheques for a balance of 
$300 or more. 

No general noti ication was given 
because it was felt at the time that 
in view of the differences in condi- 
tions relating to individual clients’ 
accounts, the matter could best %e 
dealt with by individual bank staffs. 
Apparently, many clients did not 
receive prior notice and it now ap- 
pears that it probably ‘would have 
been better if general notice had 
been given.

Soften granular yeast in warm 
water, 110°; compressed yeast in 
lukewarm water, 85°.

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No Rush 

It is pleasant and natural to 
get outside with a spade just 
as soon as the sun starts to get- 
warm. But so long as the soil 
ig the least bit muddy and there 
remains a real threat of serious 
frost, it is well to take things 
easy. As a matter of fact for the 
great majority of plants there 
fs no real growth unitl spring 
has definitely arrived and both 
air and soil are warm. At the 
end of the planting season, one 
should be patient too. In most 
parts of Canada one can go on 
emg and should go on plant- 

g right up to early July. For 
a succession of really tender 
vegetables, that is the only way 
to operate. One plants a’ first 
sowing early, then two or three 
weeks later, a second sowing, 
and after that there is usually 
plenty of time for a third or 
fourth at similar intervals. 

Soll Builders 

There are many ways now of 
improving heavy sdils. The old 
standby of course is well rot- 
ted manure. If one is lucky 
enough to be able to get this in 
quantity, it is still the very best 
soil conditioner and enricher. 
Ladled on im a big way it will 
make a fine garden out of al- 
most: any kind of soil, One dis- 
advantage, of course, is that 
manure is often filled with weed 
seeds. When that is so it would 
be best to pile somewhere for 
a year or so and then apply. 

Even without manure, how- 
ever, there are other things that 
can be used. One of these is 
home made humus, which is 
simply , rotted down vegetable 
refuse, like leaves, grass clip- 
pings, weeds and ever clean 
garbage. This can be dug di- 
rectly or piled in a corher, cov- 
ered with layers of earth, wat- 
ered occassionally and allowed 
to rot. 

The new chemical soil con- 
ditioners, too, will break down 
the heavy clay and dot the job 
overnight. Moreover the effect 
will last for at least several 
years. 


Too Close — Too Deep 


Planting too close together 
and planting too deep are prob- 
ably the most common of gar- 
den mistakes. 

Even tiny things like alys- 
gum or portulaca, or leaf let- 
tuce and green onions require 


.gome space to develop proper~- 


ly. The safe rule is about at 
least half as much space. be- 
tween sprouted plants as they 
will be high when full grown. 
With small flowers and vege- 
tables this means at least a 
couple of inches between and 
with, say zinnias, peas, beans, 
etc, four to six inches. With 
dahlias and corn this stould be 
12 to 18 inches. The rule for 
depth is three times the dia- 
meter of the seed or root plant- 
ted. This means that really tiny 
geeds should merely pressed in 
the soil while such things as 
beans and peas should be cov- 
ered about an inch deep. Big 
bulbs like gladiolus and dahlias 
should go down from six to 12 
inches. 

Cheap but Important 


Nothing is so vital as the right 
kind of seed. Suitable seed is 
more than just high quality. It 
is seed of varieties especially 
selected and for Canadian con- 
ditions. In vegetables it also 
means that the variety has been 
approved and tested officially 
for Canada. As seed is the only 
factor in gardening over which

Governor in Council under a 
chairman ? appointed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil. 

Last but not least comes “The 
Milk Products Board of Ontario” 
appointed by the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council under a 
chairman appointed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil 
Government Control. 

The: regulations and by-laws 
of these weird. institutions are 
subject to the approval of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil. To make the whole network 
tight, provision is even made for 
interlocking membership of the 
appointed bodies. 

Government control over all 
phases of marketing goes 50 far 
as to give the Milk Control 
Board power to replace the re- 
presentatives elected by a group 
to bargain collectively if in the 
opinion of the Board thesé 
representatives are “not repre- 
sentative’ of fthe persons who 
elected them.

When 
they got all three in the shed, 
they spilled water and messed 
up the bedding. 

Calves gained more. Open- 
shed calves gained an average 
of 62.7 pounds, compared with 
59.8 pounds for those on wire 
flors inside, and 55.6 for calves 
in dirt-floor pens. 

Less labor. Daily chore time 
to feed, bed, and clean out the 
manur@ averaged only three- 
and a-half minutes per day for 
each open-shed calf. It took five 
minutes apiece for those on 
concrete; six minutes fommhose 
on dirt floors. 


* * 

Calves were healthier. Only 
two of the open-shed calves had 
scours, as compared with five 
on wire floors, and seven on 
dirt. Seven of the calves on dirt 
floors, and six on concrete in 
the indoor pens were sick or un- 


thrifty, against only four in 
open shed. 
. “Solid partitions betweén 


the runways are important,” 
warns BD. L. Fourt, head of Dai- 
ry Husbandry at the University 
of Idaho. ‘They give the calves 
protection from drafts, and 
Pyeven earsucking — there- 
fore, prevent frozen ears.” 
* * * 


Another study of calf losses 
in Idaho shows that dairymen 
who were pampering their cal- 
ves in barns had the highest 
losers. So it looks as if it pays 
to let calves rough it, as long 
as they're dry, protected from 
oe winds, and kept separ- 
ated. 


Famous Painter 
Who Eats Ants 


Among distinguished Austral- 
ians who were invited to Can- 
berra, the Australian capital, to 
meet Her Majesty Queen Eliza- 
beth II is Mr. Flying White Ant. 
Mr. Flying White Ant is the 
famous aboriginal 
bert Namatjira, from Central 
Australia. The “Albert” he got 
from the missionaries: “Namat- 
jira” is his tribal name and 
means “flying white ant.” 


one and the father of five sons 
and three daughters, all 
blooded aborigines like “himself, 
is one of the world’s most suc- 
cessful painters. 

He makes $7,500 a year and 
his pictures have been bought by 
many big galleries. Three paint- 
ings by him are owned by Her 
Majesty the Queen. ° 

Twenty years ago, Namatijira 
was a camelboy in Central 
Australia, employed by white 
men and earning a few shillings 
a week. He is a member of the 
Arunta tribe, considered by 
scientists to ‘be one of the most 
primitive races in the world. 
They live in crude shelters made 
of the branches of trees and 
hunt game with spears.

Symbols Of War And Peace — The 


Brazilian air force Gloster Meteor as 


heart of Australia, came a white 
painter, Rex Battarbee. He had 
been painting the vividly colour- 
ed desert country —the purple 
mountains, red sandhills, gnarled 
rocks and-twisted trees. Namat- 
jira saw the white man’s paint- 
ings, was filled with the ambition 
to became. a painter, and asked 
for lessons. 


Battarbee, agreed and’ got @ 
tremendous. shock. Namatjira 
was a born painter—a genius. In 
two weeks he learned all that 
the white man could teach him. 
Excited at his discovery, Battar- 
bee took some of the aborigine’s 
watercolors to. Adelaide and 
showed them té a famous Aus- 
straian painter. 

“Should he come, to Adelaide 
for lessons?” Battarbee asked. 

“No need at all,” said the fam- 
ous painter. “He knows every- 
thing now.” 

Fame and money followed 
quickly. In 1938, forty-one wat- 
er-colors by Mr. Flying White 
Antiwere exhibited in Melbourne 
and sold within a few days. 
Within a few years he was mak- 
ing $3,000 a year from his paint- 
and today the figure is 


With wealth nearly came dis- 
aster to Albert Namatijira’s 
health, Desert aborigines have 
mainly a meat diet, and in con- 
sequence they are lean and wiry 
people. Namatjira began to eat 
the white man’s food with lots of 
flour and sugar. He put on 
weight rapidly and in no time 
his weight was up to eighteen 
gtone. His immense. bulk affect- 
ed his heart badly. Doctors shook 
their heads over him, gave him 
only a few years of life, and the 
quality of his landscape paint- 
ings fA) off. 

Albert cured himself. He went 
back to his aboriginal diet and 
cut out flour and sugar. He also 
took to eating honey-ants. These 
Central Australian ants gather 
honey from flowers and shrubs. 

This honey is stored in the 
bodies of some of their fellows. 
These reservoir ants hang by 
their front legs: from the walls 
of ant galleries and have huge 
distended bellies, about the size 
of a cherry. Worker ants are 
responsible for bringing the 
honey to the nest and feeding it 
to these luckless storage ants. 

Albert Namatjira ate several 
pounds of these ants daily and 
they cured hjs heart trouble. He 
is now several stones lighter and 
in excellent health “] always 
fecl well when I keep to my diet 
of honey ant,” he says

Luck took a hand, His sons 
smashed the truck up badly and 
Albert hadn’t enough money at 
the time to repair it. His sons 
and their friends began: to look 
for work at the mission. 

Namatijira is unspoiled by suc- 
cess. He is a fine-looking man 
with great natural dignity. His 
example has inspired other ab- 
origines of the tribe to become 
painters and to-day there are 
half a dozen of them who are 
doing fine work—and selling at 
good prices. 

“This fabulous success story, cul- 
minating in the aborigines. gen- 
jus being presented to Her Ma- 
jesty the Queen, might never 
have happened at all if a soldier 
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Most of us have our favorite 
cake recipes — tried and trusted 
standbys that always “come out 
right.”

Just leave your - freshly-baked 
cake in the pan, then spread 
frosting on the cake. and broil 
5 to 6 inches from heat; or place 
topped cake in hot (450°) oven 
6 to 8 minutes — a longer time 
will dry out the cake. Toppings 
brown very quickly during broil- 
ing — better watch them care- 
fully.

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Transplanting 
When small, practically any 
plant can. be moved if we ob- 
serve a few simple rules. The 
main thing is to keep the roots 
away from the air and to cover 
quickly and firmly’ with fine 
moist soil. Watering during and 
immediately after transplanting 
‘ia essential, unless the soil is 
very moist. -Also if possible, 
supply a little shade for the first 
few hours or a day or two, With 
big things like trees and shrub. 
bery, it is advisable to tie trunks 
or main stem firmly to a stake 
#0 prevent the wind loosening. 
HW there are only a few things 
to move, one should do the job in 
the evening and preferably when 
there is no wind. Above all it 
is most important to cover the 
roots well and keep the soil firm- 
ly pressed around them. To 
# growth and lessen the 
ock of moving it is a good plan 
to sprinkle a little chemical 
ferfilizer around but not actu- 
ally touching the roots. 
Spread Out 
One very common mistake of 
the beginner, is to plant all seed 
on a single afternoon and just as 
soon as the first fine days start. 
This is risky and foolish. It is 
risky becaue a later sharp frost 
may ruin all tender growth. It 
is foolish because if it escapes 
frost all the flowers will come 
out early or the vegetables will 
all be ready at the same time. 
With the latter especially it is 
advisable to spread sowings, 50 
that the harvest may be spread 
out also. Experienced garden- 
era make a regular practice of 
lanting such things as carrots, 
ts, lettuce, beans, spinach, 
radish, ¢tc., at least three times 
about two to thr@e Weeks apart. 
Yo further spread the harvest, 
they will also use early, medium 
and late varieties. In Canada as 
in Europé, there is no good 
reason why the vegetable garden 
should not yield - continually 
from early summer until late 
fall. And the same goes for 
most annual flowers, 400.

Finer the Better 

There is nothing the average 
seed likes better than a bed of 
finely worked soil. Of course 
moisture and fertility will be 
nevessary,, too, but-it is almost 
impossible to over-emphasize the 
importance’ of having the soil 
fine. Espetially is this so when 
seed to be sown is tiny like that 
of lettuce, carrots, alyssum or 
portulaca. It the seed bed is 
coarsé and lumpy it will be im- 
possible to keep out air and 
either the seeds will not germ- 
inate at all or they are liable -to 
produce only weak plants. It 
will pay well to run rake or 
cultivator through a few extra 
times. : 

Just to make sure of a fine 
seed bed for vegetables like car- 
rots and lettuce* and particular- 
ly where the land is heavy,

“A whale of a problem” re- 
cently faced the police chief 
of Roanne, in Central France. He 
received an order from head- 
quarters: “Arrest and hold 
Jonah.”

In ‘his youth, a tough and 
illiterate husky, James Figg was 
a celebrated wrestler and 
swordsman. However, when he 
ran out of wrestling opponents, 
he turned to fighting with his 
fists. Thus, in 1716; bare-knuckle 
fighting made its official modern 
debut when James Figg pro- 
claimed himself the heavyweight 
champion of the world. He was 
a ring marvel and he reigned 
as undisputed heavyweight 
champion until 1730, when at 
the age of 36, he retired from 
thé ring—undefeated. 


James Figg's style of fist fight- 
ing set a new fashion in the 
word of sports. Upon his retire- 
ment, he opened & school for 
teaching. His place was called 
“Figg's Academy for Boxing.” 
His boxing school in London be- 
came the most popular spot in 
England, and men from all over 
the world went there to jearn 
the art of “Figg’s Fightng.” That 
tough and illiterate bare-knuckle 
pug became the idol of England, 
and to his boxing academy came 
many of the most famous men 
of that time --.Sir Robert Wal-« 
pole, Dean Swift and others from 
all walks of life. When James 
Figg died at the age of 40, he

All that happened a long time 
ago His fame as a fist-fighter 
has been completely forgotten, 
but curiously enough, American 
history always will remember 
him as another kind of fighter, 
for he was the Father of His 
Country and the first President 
of the United States — George 
Washington. 


There are more odd facts con- 
nected with the career of the 
old-time champion, Jem Mace, 
than with any other fighter in 
fistic history. To begin with, it 
is interesting to note that Mace, 
who began fighting about a hun- 
dred years ago, is responsible 
for most of the development of 
modern skill in the ring. He 
invented the left jab and taught 
it to a number of boxers in a 
school he ran in Australia. 
Among his pupils were such 
immortals of the ring as Peter 
Jackson, regarded as the greatest 
boxer ever seen in the squared 
circle, and a skinny ° red-haired 
blacksmith’s helper named Bob 
Fitzsimmons.

REFORESTATION 

DID YOU KNOW what the re- 
sults were of the Forestry Survey 
jof the Moira Valley? The Forestry 
|Survey included the examination 
and mapping of every area of wood- 
land and classified it) according to 
forest cover types: Im all, - 3,250 
woodlots. comprising 86,313 acres 
were visited. Of the forest stand in 
the area today*76 per cent is classi- 
fied as pure hardwood, 16 per cent 
as mixed wood and 8 per cent is 
classed as pure conifers. Of the 
hardwood 1 per cent js virgin hard- 
wood which has been moderately or 
severely. culled. Of the remainder 
58 per cent is second growth and 16 
per cent is young growth. In the 
mixed wood classes 14 per cent is 
second “growth and 2 per cent is 
young growth. 

Grazing in Farm, Wosdlots is 
very general, 71 per cent being 


\pastured. Fire is also a very serious i 


factor , menacing the woodlands in 
the watershed.

A Hospital Run 
Just For Birds 


The birds in New Delhi have 
@ hospital of their own. It. is 
gr within the premises of 
ain Mandir, Chandni Chowk, 
Delhi. 

Founded by a wealthy Jain 
family with the object of pro- 
viding medical care for birds, 
i. run by the Jain Society, of 

Thi. 


The service is free, with only 
ene condition — the bird must 
be freed after it is cured. 

The bird-hospital staff coh- 
gists of six men, including the 
two who are exclusively en- 

ed on cleaning and disinfect- 

g. There is a full-time bird 
doctor, who is devoted to his 
work and spares no effort in 
paving a life. 

This doctor firmly believes 
‘hat Nature is the best healer. 
“Given food, nursing, good diet, 
and freedom from hazards of 
eutside life, a bird usually re- 
eovers without much diifficulty,” 
he says. - 

When a sick or maimed bird 
fe admitted into the hospital it 
fe first given a mild laxative, 
and then its wings are cleansed 
thoroughly. In cases of bruised 
akin or sores, it may be neces- 
gary to perform a surgical 
operation. ¢ 

If a bird is seriously ill, it is 
put alone in a wire-netted cubl- 
cle and kept on a liquid diet for 
some time. Later, it is treated 
for worms, stones in the stom- 
ach, skin diseases, or any other 
ailment diagnosed by the doctor. 

Special attention ,is paid to 
@iet, which usually consists. of 
dry grain, cooked rice, green 
grass, or cabbage leaf, though 
this varies according to the pa- 
tient’s requirements.

It sometimes happens that a 
bird refuses food. In such a case, 
it is either coaxed into eat- 
ing or, if that fails and the doe-~ 
tor feels that food is essential, 
forced feeding may be resorted 
to. 

The hospital has given valu- 
ables service during the 23 years 
of its existence. During 1958 
{t admitted more than 5,000 bird 
patients, and nearly 4,000 were 
set free after treatment and had 
been successful and they could 
get along in the outside world 
again.

Never Won Title, 
But How He 
Could Fight! 


In a quiet cemetery in far-off 
Australia, a monument stands 
before a grave on a little hill. An 
inscription is carved on that 
monument. It reads: 

“Sleep, Peter, sleep, brave 
champion, All hushed, we gath- 
er around the ring while snow- 
white flowers, moist-eyed, we 
fling within the grave. The fight 
is done. Sleep, Peter, sleep.. The 
~hero's rest be thine in Mother 
Earth’s broad breast.” 

It's an* unusual inscription to 
be ‘carved on a tombstone. The 
story of the man who lives with- 
in that grave is no ordinary one. 

Peter Jackson was a modest 
Negro lad who, at sixteen years 
of age, was already winning fame 
as a great all-around athlete in 
his homeland of Australia. He 
was best known as a fine swim- 
mer and diver, and, though few 


Americans know it, it was he 


who first introduced the Aus 
tralian craw! stroke to the Unit- 
ed Stafes. Besides, Jackson was 
noted as record-holder for swim- 
ming under water 

To his swimming and diving 
achievements, Peter added many 
rowing triumphs; becoming, at 
one time Australias culling 
champion i 

Peter went to sea at an early 
age. While aboard ship on one 
voyage he was forced into a fist 
fight with a’ brutal afficer who 
had almost caused -a mutiny. be- 
cause of his crue) treatment of 
the men.

But Peter Jackson could fight. 
How that man could fight! He 
was an absolute master of box- 
ing, as fast as a streak, and a 
terrific hitter. Many have sworn 
that Peter Jackson was the great- 
est boxer ever to step into the 
ring. 

Whether he was or not is hard 
to prove. The fact is, however, 
that Jackson never seemed to 
extend himself in his fights. It 
seemed that he was always un- 
der wraps, fighting only hard 
enough to win or stay even with 
his adversary. 


In a few short years, Peter 
Jackson had climbed to the top 
as champion of England and 
Australia, By 1889, Jackson had 
licked everyone he could meet in 
those countries and was ready to 
seek further for someone to fight, 
writes Bill Stern in “Favorite 
Fight Stories.” 

In Europe, no man would en- 
ter the ring with him. He was 
too dangerous to fight. 


Peter Jackson went on to Am- 
erica. By this time, he had de- 


world’s heavyweight title, He 
took a few tune-up fights, beat- 
ing his opponents with consum- 
mate ease. It was the worst 
thing he could have done. The 
world’s champion was John L, 
Sullivan, whose boast in bars 
from coast to coast was that he 
could lick any man in the world. 
But when Peter Jackson raised 
his gentle voice in acceptance of 
the challenge, John L. turned a 
deaf ear. It might have been bet- 
terter for boxing if Sullivan had 
given no excuse at all than the 
one offered. For John L. Sulli- 
van drew the color line. He 
would not fight a Negro in the 
ring. 

Peter Jackson repeated his 
challenge again and again. The 
word got around that John L. ac- 
tually feared to meet him. Fin- 
ally, one leading heavyweight 
agreed to match with Jackson. 
This was a young ex-bank clerk 
named James J. Corbett. The 
battle that followed is a memor- 
able one in fistic history, Fought 
on May 21, 1891, the bout lasted 
61 grim bloody rounds. Corbett, 
a clever and. dangerous fighter, 
was no more than a mateh for 
Peter Jackson. It was generally 
assumed that Jackson, aware of 
the fact that he would never get 
another fight in the United States 
if he won too quickly, “carried” 
Corbett by stalling off his attack 
for round after round. In any 
case. the exhibition given by 
Jackson fooled nobody. Jackson's 
superlative ability in the ring 
was quite obvious. After the 
Corbett match not only Sullivan 
but every other American fighter 
of consequence ducked under the 


color line as an excuse not to 
meet this great Negro fighter 

Peter got only. three matches 
during the year following the 
Corbett draw. For the next six 
years he was cruelly ignored al- 
tovether. Certain that he was the 
best heavyweight fighter in the 
world. Jackson ate his heart out 
as he waited for someone tp meet 
his challenge At that time he 
was denied the opportunity to 
make a living at his chosen pro 
fession He was too good and 
black 

From being a happy, caretree 
man. Peter Jackson turned into 
a bitter, lonely one brooding oOv- 
er the injustice of his po ition 
Not once did he complain, not 
once did he make a whimper. He 
grew ring: ity of course, and 
lived in poverty 

Finally, when Jackson was 37 
years old and a wreck of his ones 
yreat'self due to idiens grief 
hunger and dcspair, he Was

How Can I? 


Q@. How can I clean a hair 
brush thoroughly? 

A. Dissolve two tablespoons 
of powdered borax in boiling 
water, adding enough lukewarm 
soapsuds to make two quarts. 
Dab the bristles of the brush 
up and down in this mixture, 
being careful not to wet the 
back of the brush. Rinse well in 
warm water, then in cold water 
to harden the bristles and keep 
them from discoloring. Hang in 
the open air to dry, bristles 
downward. 


Q. How can I prevent cream 
from turning into butter? 
A, Cream will not turn to 


“putter if a teaspoonful of sugar 


is added to it. To sour a half 
pint of cream, add a teaspoon- 
ful of vinegar to it. 

Q. How can I keep moths out 
ef garments? 

A. If whole cloves are sprin- 
kled in the folds and pockets of 
the garments which you are 
storing, the moths will be kept 
away. 

Q. How can I protect the 
birds when using the bird bath, 
and there are cats in the neigh- 
borhood? 

A. It is a good idea to place 
the bird bath near a tree if cats 
are around, as a bird cannot fly 
far while its feathers are wet. 

Q. How can I clean woolen 
garments? 

A. Before attempting to 
clean a woolen garment brush 
it thoroughly. Most of the dust 
and dirt will come out and then 
one can clean the spots and 
soil. 

q@. How can I remove paint 
spots from stone floors? 

A. Rub spots thoroughly with 
turpentine, and then wash with 
soap and water. 

Q. How can 1 keep the floor 
mop clean? 


A. Instead of trying to shake 
the dirt out of a new floor mop 
after starting to use it, brush 
it with a whisk broom. The 
mop will always be fluffy and 


clean: 

Q. How can I prevent diced 
fruits from dropping to the bot- 
tom of a gelatine mold? 


A. This can be prevented by 
chilling the fruits and adding 
when the gelatine mixture has 
partly congealed, 

Q. How can I make sweet 
peas bloom better? 

A. When planting sweet peas, 


run the rows north and south 

and they will bloom far better 

than when run east and west. 
Q. How can I prevent olive

oll from becoming rancid after 
the can or bottle has been 
opened? 

A. Dissolve two lumps of loaf 
sugar in each quart of the oil. 

Q. How can I remove grease 
spots from silk materials? 

A. Cover as quickly as pos- 
sible with taleum powder and 
let stand for two days. Then 
brush off with a clean. stiff 
brush. ‘This is a very simple, 
yet effective treatment. 

Q. How can I wash feather 
pillows? 


A. The feather pillows should 


be washed on a windy day, as - 


the wind will not only dry the 
feathers quickly but will give 
them a good stirring. 


Q. How can I remove- ciga- 
rette stains from the fingers? 


A. Lemon juice or grapefruit 
juice is very helpful in remov- 
ing cigarette stains from the 
fingers. 

Q. How can I clean beads? 


A. Soiled beads are anything 
but a decoration. Scrub them 
with a brush and soapsuds and 
most of them will turn out like 
new. Sometimes it is necessary 
to restring the knotted beads to 
do away with the discolored 
knots. 

Q. How can I keep food hot 
without more cooking? 

A. Invert a pie pan over the 
gas flame and set the pan of 
food on top. There will not be 
enough heat to cook. 


Quality Vegetables 
The faster one can grow most 
vegetables, the more tender and 


flavourful they will be. They 
must be grown quickly and the 
sooner in the pot or on the table 
the better. With certain things 
like green peas, garden corn, 
baby carrots and beets, there 
is all the difference in the world 
if they are really fresh from 
the garden. 

But the main thing is quick 
growth, especially for those 
vegetables of which the roots 
or tops are eaten. Any check in 
growth, is bound to produce a 
certain woodiness or at least 
toughness. The expert gardener 
makes sure there is no check 
whatever by keeping the soil 
cultivated, enriched with the 
necessary fertilizer, and water- 
ing in dry spells if he can poss- 
ibly manage it. He will also thin 
properly when the plants are 
small so there is no crowding 
and twisting in the rows. Fin- 
ally, he will use those vege- 
tables when they are at the 
very peak of their flavour, and 
by successive sowings, say two 
to three weeks apart, he will 
make sure that there is always 
a fresh batch coming on. Once 
past their maturity most vege- 
tables lose flavour and become 
tougher. 


Tricks of The Trade 


There are all sorts of special 
wrinkles that experienced gar- 
deners employ for keeping 
ahead and,saving both time and 
labour. One of these is the soak- 
ing of seed before planting, es- 
pecially seed of reasonable size, 
say that of peas or bigger. By 
soaking for several hours in 
water, immediately previous to 
“planting, germination is hasten- 
ed and growth speeded by sev~ 
eral days, perhaps a week. With 
carrots and beets it will help to 
prepare the rows with special 
care, digging out the poor or 
hard soil to a depth of six 
inches or a foot, and filling with 
rich soil with plenty of humus 
and manure, and all pressed 
down firmly. In suth the seeds 
will germinate ; quickly and 
evenly. Because this special soil 
is very open there will be less 
need for thinning and the roots 
will grow staight. . 


With melons, cucumbers and 
squash we usually sow in spe- 
cially rich hills with some old 
rotten manure if we can find it. 
We may also cover for a few 
weeks with glass or some of the 
special paper caps to protect 
from late frost or cool nights. 
With: all bedding plants, it is a 
good plan to pinch back after 
transplanting and especially to 
remove ary flowers or buds. This 
pinching encourages stouter and 
healthier growth and in the end 
we get much hardier and bigger 


blooms, In transplanting, too, it. 


will help against shock, if we 
give a pinch of chemical fertil- 
izer placed close to but not touch- 
ing the roots. : 


Easy Weeding 

The old back-breaking job of 
hand ‘weeding has practically 
disappeared, or it should have. 
All that is necessary now is to 
spray with one of the chemical 
weed about a month apart (to 
eatch killers. A couple of appli- 
cations. any weeds that may have 
sprouted after the first does) 
will keep a lawn practically 
weed free. 

For driveways and paths these 
sprays can also be used and if 
we wish to stop all growth, grass 
as well as weeds, we can use oth- 
er materials like special chemi- 
cals, rock salt or used“engine oil. 
Some of these things will alse 
keep down the dust, and protect 
from frost.
